PLANS for a huge recycling plant in 
Oldbury which will create 150 jobs 
have been welcomed by council 
chiefs. 

If it gets approval, the plant, on the former NCP site in 
Union Road, will process fragments from the shredding of 
unwanted vehicles. It will generate 40 megawatts of elec¬ 
tricity a year, the equivalent of 100,000 tonnes of coal, and 


Firm has 
go-ahead 
to grow 

A METAL bending firm in 
Tipton has been given the 
go-ahead for an expansion 
plan which will create 10 
jobs. 

Angle Ring Company has 
also been boosted by Gov¬ 
ernment cash. 

The firm will now add 
machinery at its base in 
Bloomfield Road, and the 
workforce is set to swell 
from 101 to 111. 

The company has con¬ 
firmed that it has won a a 
share of £3 million from the 
Regional Growth Fund. 

Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning officers have given the 
go-ahead to demolish 
numbers 55 and 56 Bloom¬ 
field Road to create new 
access to the site. 

Angle Ring is one of five 
companies in the Black 
Country to benefit from the 
funding. The others are 
Caparo Precision Strip, West 
Bromwich; Pargat & Co Ltd, 
West Bromwich; NDC Poly¬ 
thene Ltd, Old Hill and 
Thomas Dudley in Dudley. 


will collect rain water in a 
3,937sq ft underground 
storage tank for use in the 
process. 

Oldbury Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain said it 
was good news for an area 
which had been struggling 
in recent years. 

Innovative Environmen¬ 
tal Solutions, a joint venture 
between European Metal 
Recycling and Chinook Sci¬ 
ences, is behind the develop¬ 
ment. 

Residue from scrap cars 
from across the country will 
be brought to the plant in 
Oldbury and separated. 
Some of the metals will be 
sold on and the unwanted 
material will be turned into 
electricity. 

Power 

Similar plans for the site 
were submitted in 2010 and 
eventually approved, but the 
scheme has been revised to 
generate more power. 

Councillor Hussain said: 
“The new facility and the 
creation of 150 jobs can only 
be good for the community 
and economy.” 

The new scheme features 
two 20 megawatt power 
modules compared with just 
one 30 megawatt module 
previously. 

Sandwell Council is to 
make a decision in the next 
few weeks. Innovative Envi¬ 
ronmental Solutions 

declined to comment. 


Heritage centre in bomb shelter plea

ANYONE with an Anderson 
bomb shelter at the bottom 
of their garden, and wonder¬ 
ing what to do with it, could 
have an answer - thanks to 
the Smethwick Heritage 
centre. 

The centre is short of a 
bomb shelter for a new 
Second World War exhibi¬ 
tion being planned there. 

And the organisers have 
launched an appeal for help 
to anyone who might have a 
spare one. 

Many of the corrugated iron 
shelters survived the war 
and were converted into 
garden sheds. 

Designed in 1938, the 
bolted-together panels 
proved surprisingly effective 
shelters during air raids. 
They were given to poorer 
families, but those earning 
more than £250 a year had to 
pay £7. 

Nearly four million were 
distributed at the start of 
the war. 

They had enough room for 
six people but the drawback 
was that they leaked. 

Museum development 
manager Chris Sutton said 
the exhibition “would re¬ 
create the scene facing the 
town’s residents during the 
Blitz, when all people had 
inside the shelter were bunk 
beds, oil burners, candle 
light and their nearest 
family for company. ” 

The museum organisers 
want to set up a shelter to 
provide school parties and 
other visitors a chance to 
learn about what wartime 
conditions were really like. 


WEST Bromwich Albion 
fans will again be able to 
park cars at a public park 
next season under a 
Sandwell Council scheme to 
tackle problems near The 
Hawthorns. 

Council chiefs opened up 
Lewisham Park, at the 
bottom of Halfords Lane, for 
the fans to leave their cars 
for £3 for the first time this 
season. 

The council made £3,000. 
Next season charges will 
stay at £3 for a car, £5 for a 
minibus and £1 for a motor¬ 
bike. Stewards will be on 
hand at the site. 

There are some 400 spaces 
at the park and if it had been 
full for all home games this 
year, income would have 
been nearer £22,800. 

Nearby residents’ com¬ 
plaints prompted the move. 
They had been plagued for 
years by fans parking in 
their spaces and blocking 
driveways on match days. 

Supporters who used to 
park on the central verges 
on Kenrick Way will be 
looking for spaces next year, 
because of new red route 
restrictions. There will be 
620 new laybys created. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
the authority’s neighbour¬ 
hood services chief, said: 
“The parking was intro¬ 
duced as a trial and quickly 
became popular because 
Lewisham Park is in such 
easy walking distance to the 
football ground.”

The Albert Street school will run clubs 
and activities to support families with child¬ 
care needs. 

The Confederation of Bangladeshi 
Organisations has secured £230,835 to 
deliver a range of services to families in 
Sandwell. The Greets Green Resource 
Centre in West Bromwich will be used as a 
base to hold activities that address issues 


such as poor physical health, mental health 
issues, social isolation, lack of employment 
skills and difficulty getting into training or 
education. 

The Wyre Forest Nightspot And Media¬ 
tion Scheme was also awarded funding. 

Service 

It will receive £138,238 for its work to 
help reduce the number of young homeless 
people in the Wyre Forest district through 
offering short-term accommodation, a drop- 
in centre and a mediation service to help, if 
appropriate, young people return to the 


family home. 

In Wolverhampton, Access To Business 
has been awarded £280,000 to develop an 
existing project in the city to help those who 
are disabled, marginalised or who have 
mental health problems to become inde¬ 
pendent and employable through social 
events, training and work experience. 

John Taylor, Big Lottery Fund Head of 
the West Midlands region, said: “I am 
pleased to announce nearly £2m in National 
Lottery grants to project across the West 
Midlands. All these projects will make a big 
impact on improving lives across the 
region.”

Golden moment for £200m scheme 


A GOLDEN bolt has been used to fix 
the initial pieces of steel to form the 
first retail unit inside a landmark 
£200 million Tesco development in 
the Black Country.

New Square is being developed by 
Spenhill, the regeneration arm of 
Tesco, and lettings for the retail and 
leisure space are said be going well. 
Nandos and Prezzo are the latest to 
confirm they will open within the 
development. 


As well as the 139,000 sq ft Tesco 
Extra store which anchors the site, 
big names including Primark, Next, 
Arcadia, JD Sports and Bank have 
signed up to the development. 

When opened next year, the 
50,000 sq ft scheme will provide 
around 2,000 full and part-time jobs. 

Sean Delaney, project manager, 
said: “All is going to plan and we are 
thankful for the co-operation we 


have received from the people in 
West Bromwich.” 

Richard Barrell, development 
project manager for Tesco said: 
“New Square will mean much more 
choice for shopping and leisure.” 

Sandwell Council’s regeneration 
boss Councillor Ian Jones said: “The 
golden bolt represents the golden 
opportunity for New Square to boost 
the fortunes of West Bromwich.” 


Firm to create jobs if 
new factory goes ahead 


A FORGINGS company in Cradley 
Heath has announced plans to 
expand by building a new factory and 
creating jobs. 

Bosses at Premier Stampings plan to build a new factory 
which will be used for metal finishing of its forged products. 


Council in 
£ 50,000 
grant move 
on pollution 

A FUNDING bid of more 
than £50,000 is being made 
by Sandwell Council to help 
examine contaminated land 
in the borough. Chiefs are 
submitting an application to 
the Environment Agency for 
grant funding. 

The estimated cost of the 
project is £53,358 and the 
council hopes to attract a 
Land Capital Grant to help 
cover it. 

The borough’s finance 
boss, Councillor Steve Eling 
has approved the application 
for the grant. He said: 
“There is always something 
to be done with contami¬ 
nated land in Sandwell 
because of our industrial 
past. Even though there is 
an enormous amount of land 
reclamation done, it is still 
an issue in some areas.” 

The fund is for site reme¬ 
diations, to ensure that con¬ 
tamination will no longer 
pose a significant risk to 
people or the environment. 

The borough’s cabinet 
member for jobs and 
economy Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “The Govern¬ 
ment withdrew grant aid for 
this in their first budget 
which left places like 
Sandwell, which has a large 
proportion of contaminated 
land, unable to develop.” 


The firm now sends its prod¬ 
ucts away for the metal fin¬ 
ishing, but with the new 
factory they will be able to do 
the work on the Station 
Road site. The firm makes a 
wide range of metal prod¬ 
ucts for the automotive, 
mining, marine, agricultural 
and defence industries. 

An application for the pro¬ 
posals has been submitted to 
Sandwell Council. 

The company has already 
spent £200,000 buying the 
land, and a further £40,000 
was spent on demolishing 
two derelict houses and a 
two-storey office block to 
make way for the 4,305.5 
square foot factory. 

Workers 

Managing Director 
Anthony Thomas confirmed 
that he expects to employ 
two full-time workers. 

He said the demolition 
and clearing work had been 
completed and it was hoped 
to get the factory finished as 
soon as possible. 

It will be set back from the 
road and the area will be 
landscaped. 

Bosses also hope to create 
an 15 extra car parking 
spaces. 

The company expects the 
factory to be operational 24 
hours a day. 

The investment would 
build on cash ploughed into 
hammering equipment at 
the forge over the past few 
years. 

Sandwell Council’s 
economy boss Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “This is good 
news for the firm, and the 
local area. 

“The new factory being 
built will give the local area 
a boost.”

Baggies get the go-ahead for academy proposal 


PLANS to develop West Bromwich Albion’s 
youth academy, allowing the club to achieve 
new Premier League standards, have been 
backed by council planners. 

The Baggies will spend around £2.5m this 
summer to build a new artificial pitch oppo¬ 
site The Hawthorns and develop their train¬ 
ing ground near Walsall. 

And the club plans to commit a further 
£3m a year to make their programme for 
nine to 21-year-olds a Category One 
Academy under the new Elite Player Per¬ 
formance Plan being introduced by the 
Premier League next summer. 

Funds for the scheme will be redirected 


from existing budgets. There will also be 10 
new jobs created, taking the total number of 
staff there to 155. 

Sporting and technical director Dan Ash¬ 
worth has said the development highlights 
the Baggies’ commitment to nurturing 
home-grown talent. The academy began six 
years ago. 

The development includes a full-sized, 
floodlit, latest generation artificial pitch 
next to their existing indoor artificial 
playing surface in Halfords Lane. 

The Albion Foundation, which runs the 
club’s community programme, will move 
from Halfords Lane so their existing offices 


can be refurbished as changing rooms, 
offices, classrooms and a meeting room. The 
club will also create a show pitch, replicating 
the one at The Hawthorns, at their Birming¬ 
ham Road training ground. 

Parking 

Plans were passed by Sandwell Council, 
despite its highways department saying the 
changes would mean a loss of space for 
match-day parking. There were no written 
objections. Case officer Mike Nicholls said: 
“The site is very well served by public trans¬ 
port and expands facilities already on site. 


The nearest residential properties are over 
260 feet away. 

“The existing car parking is unrestricted 
in terms of hours and could be used 24 hours 
per day. The proposed artificial pitch use 
would be finished by 10pm Monday-Friday 
or 5pm on Saturdays and Sundays and bank 
holidays.” 

Albion sporting and technical director 
Dan Ashworth said: “Our efforts to achieve 
category one academy status underline the 
club’s commitment to identifying and pro¬ 
ducing home-grown players - particularly 
from the local area.” 


£l.7m scheme is planned 
to tackle risk of flooding 


A £1.7 million flooding pre¬ 
vention scheme is being 
planned for Oldbury. 

The Environment Agency wants 
to carry out the scheme at the 
River Tame which, if approved, 
would manage the flood risk to 98 
properties in the area. 

The Environment Agency has now 
written to Sandwell Council outlining 
what it intends to do. 

The agency considers the scheme to 
fall within its permitted powers, but is 
asking the council to confirm it sup¬ 
ports that decision or state whether a 
planning application is required first. 

The scheme involves improvement 
works to an existing culvert at the 
head of the River Tame in Titford 
Road. 

Investigations show that the exist¬ 
ing culvert is undersized and it is pro¬ 
posed to increase its capacity in order 
to manage flood risk to 98 properties 
in the area. 

Funding 

Environment Agency spokeswoman 
Jessica Campbell said the construc¬ 
tion work was expected to cost £1.7m. 
Detailed investigations and design 
work are still to be carried out and the 
draft programme to start construction 
work is early to mid-2013. 

But that is subject to the availability 
of funding. 

She added: “This scheme is in the 
very early planning stage. Subject to 
obtaining approval and funding, the 
scheme will benefit 98 properties in 
the area.” 

Oldbury councillor Mahboob 
Hussain welcomed the scheme: “It is 
good news. 

“Flooding has become a problem in 
parts of Sandwell. 

“There have been new develop¬ 
ments in that area which probably 
would have made things even worse. 

“To see some investment going in is 
good news for the people of Oldbury 
and the people of Sandwell.”

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Arthur's digging tools 
help him strike gold 


A METAL detecting enthusiast 
who started making digging 
tools in his garden shed to 
help find buried treasure, has 
struck gold. 

Arthur Cole, 65, of Rowley Regis, has 
had his first bulk order for his tools 
from the United States. 

Mr Cole used to have a toolmaking 
business, but when orders dried up in 
1980 he turned to metal detecting to fill 
his time. 

It was while out in the frosty fields of 
Shropshire where he and his fellow 
treasure hunters were trying to break 
through frozen ground that he decided 
to develop a tool to make their lives 
easier. 

Mr Cole of Buckingham Road, devel¬ 
oped the tool affectionately known as 
number 1, in 1982. 

Since then he has developed eight 
trowels that cut through frozen ground, 
sift through sand and cut through 
roots. 

Fantastic 

He has famous customers on his 
books, including former Rolling Stone 
Bill Wyman, and his tools are regularly 
used by archaeologists on TV’s Time 
Team 

He has now broken into the United 
States and this year received his first 
order from El Dorado Metal Detectors 
in Texas. 

He said: “It’s fantastic, there is such 
a huge market in America. The metal 
detector clubs over there have hun¬ 
dreds of members whereas here, each 
only has around 20.” 

He added: “It is hard to believe that 
something I started in my shed has 
done so well.” 

He now supplies 30 companies across 
Europe in countries including France, 
Norway, Germany and Sweden.

Police have confirmed they have not 
demanded any licence restrictions, and a 
review will not be needed into the pub’s 
long-term future. 

The 41-year-old shot man was taken to 
hospital with injuries described as non¬ 
life threatening.

A BLACK COUNTRY freight 
logistics business launched 
eight years ago is to create 
200 jobs in the next five years. 

Pallet-Track has grown from 
employing just seven in January 2004, 
to 200 at its 267,000 sq ft central hub 
at Millfields Road, Ettingshall. 

Managing director and founder 
Nigel Parkes said his business had 
trebled in size since moving to its Titan 
Distribution Centre in 2008. 

“We bucked the trend during the 
recession. From 2008 to 2009 we grew 
by 14 per cent,” he said. 

Group turnover has grown from 
£600,000 in 2004 to £70m this year. 

Mr Parkes, aged 42, said Pallet- 
Track employed more than 3,500 
across the country at its depots which 
have grown from 46 in 2004 to 75. 

“The number employed at our head¬ 
quarters will grow from 200 over the 
next five years to at least 400,” he said. 

Invested 

The Wolverhampton hub operates 
Monday to Friday and comes alive at 
night with lorries pouring in from all 
over the country. 

“Last year we invested £l.lm in 
buying a fleet of 40 custom-made fork¬ 
lift trucks for the distribution centre,” 
added Mr Parkes, 

The Wolverhampton hub is at 80 per 
cent capacity and Pallet-Track is 
already looking at future options. 

“Whatever happens, we will retain a 
presence in the Black Country,” Birm¬ 
ingham-born Mr Parkes pledged. 

Pallet-Track started in Woden Road 
West, Wednesbury, handling 800 
pallets a night, but recently reached a 
new record of 9,000 in one night. The 
company has tens of thousands of cus¬ 
tomers across the country. 

The rising cost of diesel has con¬ 


tributed to Pallet-Track’s growth with 
business finding it cheaper to use 
Pallet-Track’s network rather than 
operate their own transport fleets. 

Mr Parkes said the key to success lay 
in efficiency and ensuring vehicles did 
not travel empty. He said: “We max¬ 
imise the amount carried to provide 
the most efficient way for business to 
move materials.” 

Member companies bring their 


goods into the central warehouse and 
other members take them to other 
parts of the UK. 

Mr Parkes said the business had the 
potential to continue to grow into 
Europe. 

“I believe the UK has the most effi¬ 
cient transportation system for freight 
transport in the world and a similar 
model to what we operate in the UK 
can work in Europe,” he said.

The life and rhymes of 
passionate poet Aer Reg 


THE folk of Cannock Chase 
are fortunate to have in their 
midst a poet of rare talent - 
Reg Fullelove BEM, of Heath 
Hayes. 

Reg, known as ‘Aer Reg’ is a man 
who is infused with a passion for his 
place and his people and by a belief that 
those yet to come must know of the 
lives led by those gone. 

Reg’s rare talent is that he is able to 
pass on history through moving, evoca¬ 
tive and sensitive poems that capture 
imaginations and empower young and 
old alike to see, touch, smell, taste and 
hear the past. 

Exciting 

And wonderfully, this ability to 
arouse the physical senses is matched 
by that of exciting the feelings of mind, 
soul and heart. 

For many years Reg, with his late 
wife Brenda, also gave talks to societies 
of all kinds and visited schools. Indeed

these visits were much more than talks 
for they embraced poetry and small 
exhibitions. 

A delver of distinction, Reg would 
bring with him prized possessions and 
memorabilia of days gone by, especially 
to enthuse young people with an inter¬ 
est and understanding of what had 
been before. 

This reaching out to the past for the 
sake of both the present and the future 
began back in the mid-1970s when 
Christopher Phipps was covering the 
Black Country area for what was then 
BBC Birmingham from 1974-80. 

During this period Christopher 
carried out many interviews that are 
now of importance historically, while 
he also produced and presented 


‘Wulfrun Echo’ for the station and 
made documentaries. Reg was an early 
contributor to ‘Wulfrun Echo’ and con¬ 
tinued to feature until it ended. 

It was then that Reg Fullelove took 
the writing name of ‘Aer Reg’.It was 
fitting that he did so for from that day 
onwards he belonged to Cannock and 
its folk, as indeed he does to the wider 
West Midlands. 

He is no longer going out and about 
with his talks, yet Aer Reg still reaches 
out to us through his words and senti¬ 
ments. Some of his poems have been 
collected in a book called Three Pounds 
of Sugar. 

As Reg said: “So many times I’ve 
heard those words ‘when I was little’ 
and so I decided to create that world in 
book form”. 

Others have been gathered by his 
grand-daughter, who is a lecturer, into 
a booklet just for the family. It is called: 
30 Years of Aer Reg. The Stuff You’ve 
Loved.

Payout for gas leak family 


A FAMILY who had a gas leak 
at their Tividale home for 
nearly two months without 
knowing about it have 
received £400 compensation. 

A small split was discovered in a 
service pipe at their home. 

The pipe led to the gas meter at the 
home of grandmother-of-five Diane 
Guidotti. 

National Grid has now agreed to 


hand over £400. But Mrs Guidotti said: 
“We could have been blown up. 

“We feel very lucky to be alive. What 
if one of us had lit a match in the wrong 
place? It’s not nice to think about.” 

For two months Mrs Guidotti, aged 
62, had been aware of the gradually 
more pungent odour around her home. 

Her son Dean, a gas engineer, sug¬ 
gested it could be something serious 
and checks by National Grid revealed 
there was a small split in the pipe. 

A few weeks before the saga, 


National Grid had done some work to 
move gas meter at the house, in Tower 
Road. It is not known if this is related 
to the cause of the leak. 

National Grid spokeswoman Jane 
Taylor said the cause of the leak was 
not known and that it was impossible 
to say if it related to moving the gas 
meter. 

“The decision to give the family £400 
is a goodwill gesture, not an admission 
of any liability,” she said.

True icon 
of British 
motoring 



IT’S NOT every day that you can get up close 
and personal with the world’s oldest Range 
Rover, a pre-production Prototype 100/6, 
named for its lOOin wheelbase and order of 
build, that represents the genesis of an icon 
spanning decades. 

Having had little but a mid-1990s tidy-up since crossing 
the Sahara Desert twice 40 years ago, it’s looking and 
feeling a little tired these days, but it was still seen for sale 
at the start of the year for just under £78,000. You can get a 
new one for less than that. 

Some of the special guests invited to an event by Land 
Rover had history with the car, such as Mike Foster who 
hadn’t seen 100/6 since he said goodbye to it in 1969. 

Foster was Sahara Desert operations manager for adven¬ 
ture expedition company Minitrek Expeditions, and is a 
veteran of 40 Sahara missions having led 36 of them 
himself. 

Back in 1969 he was tasked with a hush-hush assignment 
by British Leyland and Rover to desert-test two of its 
newest (and apparently top secret) vehicles, accompanied 
by a team from Rover itself. 

It was disguised with the name “VELAR” to try to throw 
journalists off the scent of what it was really going to be, but 
nonetheless the Japanese were there and watching when 
Prototype 100/6 and its slightly older brother Prototype 
100/5 arrived in North Africa. 

Number 100/5 was later deliberately destroyed as part of 
crash-testing at Rover’s facilities in the Midlands, leaving 
this one as the oldest survivor. 

Foster told me more about the prototypes’ early days. 

“The two Range Rovers were flown from Southend to 
Algiers where the planes refuelled and then down to El 
Golea; down into the Sahara Desert in Algeria,” he begins. 

“We set off in secrecy and bombed down into Tamanras- 
set and the central Sahara, and then down into Niger; a 
3,500-mile expedition which gave them a really good desert 
testing.’’Naturally, we’re talking about the late 1960s and a 
British Leyland company so it wasn’t all smooth sailing. 

Snags 

“A few snags occurred,” says Foster, “but not many. When 
we went over large bumps the rear hatchback would fly 
open. Nothing major.” 

“The first real problem was when we were about halfway 
around the 3,500-mile expedition. 

“This red one here was in softish sand and our driver, the 
head of the Rover team, pulled away in two-wheel-drive and 
the rear axle support plate came half adrift. 

“We were about 100 miles into the desert with about 300 
to go until our next stopover,” he adds. 

“There was a Touareg guide with me who knew a smooth 
route ahead and we decided to go on. 

“When we got to Dirkou there happened to be a French 
officer on secondment to the Niger army who was a welder. 

“He welded both Range Rovers’ rear axle support plates - 
he just took the axles off and welded them. That was prob¬ 
ably the most noticeable problem we encountered,” says 
Foster. 

Prototype 100/6 is an almost living reminder of a time 
when long before satnav, GPS technology or satellite 
phones, this humble, untested red box made it across the 
Sahara and back. 

The fact that the production Range Rover’s basic shape 
stayed the same until 1995 means that the history attached 
to 100/6 feels much more tangible than that of, say, a per¬ 
fectly preserved Ford Model T. It’s a special reminder that 
Britain - although it’s sometimes held together with 
impromptu welding and lots of gaffer tape - has always 
punched above its weight in the world. 

If the ultimately rubbish British Leyland-owned Rover 
could build Prototype 100/6, I’m not surprised at all that 
today’s slick, efficient Land Rover is building such all-con¬ 
quering off-roaders. It’s one British motoring institution 
that the Japanese never quite got the better of.

Kia’s April performance 
couldn’t quite match the 
record rainfall the country 
endured. 

But the brand continued its remark¬ 
able 2012 performance, delivering 
5,120 new vehicles to customers during 
the month. 

Although that figure was down by 
just over 100 units compared to the 
company’s record April at the height of 
scrappage in 2010, the market share in 
April rose to 3.6 per cent - continuing 
a dramatic growth rate so far this year. 

Total sales so far in 2012 reached 
22,331, up from 18,311 in 2011. 

And importantly for Kia’s enormous 
investment in its Slovakian production 
facility, European-sourced vehicles in 


the year so far reached a new record 
proportion of 48.6 per cent of all Kia’s 
sold in the UK.

By the end of last year that propor¬ 
tion had risen to slightly over 46 per 
cent. Already this year European-built 
vehicles represent 48.6 per cent of Kia 
sales in the UK - and in April itself the 
proportion was even higher at 53.7 per 
cent. 

Michael Cole, managing director of 


Kia Motors (UK) Limited said: 
“Although the UK economy is not yet 
out of the woods, there are signs that 
growth may come back. 

“Retail sales are holding up strongly 
and business sales are also showing 
improvement. 

“For Kia, our European-built 
product is continuing to prove remark¬ 
ably successful with existing Cee’d, 
Venga and Sportage all playing their 
parts. 

“When the all-new Cee’d arrives in 
June we expect the performance of our 
European-built models to go still 
higher. 

“If you are building attractive, 
quality new cars at a fair price, there 
are customers willing to support you,” 
Mr Cole added.

Health reasons have prompted the 66- 
year-old’s decision. For the past year he has 
been off work battling cancer and was 
recently told it was in remission. 

But tests have revealed fresh problems 
with his heart and doctors have said it would 
be unwise to return to work. 

“I can’t keep going on forever and the club 
needs to know where it stands, said 
Matthews. “Until this heart problem is 


sorted out, I don’t know what the future 
holds. With Roy (Hodgson) going and a new 
manager coming in, it seemed like as good a 
time as any.” 

The father-of-two, from Hasbury, Hale¬ 
sowen, began at Albion the age of 15. 

As a keen gardener he hoped for a job as a 
groundsman, but the only vacancy going was 
in the washroom. He began scrubbing boots 
and washing muddy T-shirts before working 
his way up to become kit manager. 

More than 360 people attended Matthews’ 
50th anniversary dinner in March last year. 
“It was a tremendous day,” he said. 

Matthews said he could recognise the 
boots of every player he worked with.

Baggies fans revel in 
an afternoon of pride

SO it’s farewell to Albion’s finest 
season of football in the Premier 
League era. 

The Hawthorns revelled in an afternoon 
of pride and goodwill as Baggies fans closed 
the book on the best campaign in their 
Premier League history, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

And even a defeat to Arsenal that owed 
much to calamity keeper Marton Fulop 
could not dampen the mood of celebration at 
the end of a season to treasure. 

It was the best campaign statistically as 
Hodgson’s men ended in a club record 10th 
position. And it was the best year in terms of 
abiding memories as Hodgson established 
the club as a stable Premier League pres¬ 
ence before finally taking his leave to 
answer a higher calling. 

Had Fulop not marked his only league 
appearance for the Baggies with the most 
hapless goalkeeping display the ground had 
witnessed in many a year, Hodgson might 
have claimed one more famous win to add to 
his impressive collection. 

Rousing 

But after the final whistle on Sunday 
brought the curtain down on his unforget¬ 
table spell in charge, he and his adoring 
public still had famous wins over Wolves, 
Villa, Liverpool Chelsea and countless other 
opponents to warm their spirits. 

And while the final result was not what 
they wanted, they did at least have one more 
rousing performance to savour from their 
team. 

The occasion couldn’t match the drama of 
Albion’s most famous Premier League 
finale. Instead they enjoyed a day of reflec¬ 
tion and revelry that was dampened only 
slightly by the comical performance of 
stand-in keeper Fulop. 

Having stepped in for an injured Ben 
Foster, it took just three-and-a-half minutes 
for the Hungarian to make an impact for the 


wrong reasons. A challenge 25 yards out saw 
the ball break towards the keeper but, 
anxious not to handle the ball outside his 
box, he misjudged his attempt to gather just 
inside and allowed Yossi Benayoun to steal it 
and roll a shot into an unguarded net. 

That sent the Gunners fans into raptures 
but they were silenced just seven minutes 
later as Albion got the benefit of a con¬ 
tentious offside call to draw level. 

James Morrison was allowed to skip too 
easily through the visitors’ midfield and his 
pass found Shane Long. He paused briefly 
awaiting a flag, but then resumed his 
advance away from Laurent Koscielny and 
found the bottom corner of Wojciech 
Szczesny’s net. 

Things got better for the Baggies just four 
minutes later when Arsenal again failed to 
get close to Morrison in the heart of midfield 
and Dorrans provided an exquisite goal. 


But Arsenal regained their composure 
impressively after that and might have 
drawn level when Benayoun volleyed high 
and wide at the far post. 

And parity was restored on the half-hour 
when Fulop had another moment to forget. 

The initial mistake was from Youssouf 
Mulumbu, who was robbed by Alex Song 30 
yards from goal. He found Andre Santos, 
whose powerful low shot bent late but still 
crept in disappointingly for Albion at 
Fulop’s near post. 

It took another huge helping hand from 
Fulop for Arsene Wenger’s side to regain the 
lead. 

The shell-shocked keeper fluffed a two- 
fisted punch from a van Persie corner and 
Koscielny bundled home the loose ball. 

The hosts might have levelled moments 
later when one of a series of corners from 
Dorrans found the head of Jonas Olsson, 


whose goal-bound effort was cleared off the 
line by Robin van Persie. And they threat¬ 
ened again when substitute Keith Andrews 
unleashed a 20-yard shot that Szczesny did 
well to push away. 

It was a spirited effort from the Baggies 
that showed how badly they wanted to give 
their departing gaffer a fitting send-off. 

And it left a nervous Wenger and his retir¬ 
ing No. 2 Pat Rice pacing the touchline anx¬ 
iously as their side chased down third place 
and a guaranteed spot in next season’s 
Champions League. 

The announcement of five added minutes 
did little to improve their mood. 

Neither did a chance for Albion’s Billy 
Jones in stoppage time, with the full-back 
denied by a fine challenge by Kieran Gibbs. 

Albion could not find another equaliser, 
but the final result did little to dampen the 
spirits on a day of pride and celebration.
